BRITISH FREIGHTER REPORTED 
~~ TORPEDOED NEAR SPAIN 


Vessel, Ashore in Flames, Attacked 
Near Liansa, on Mediterranean, 
It Is Said.

CERBERE, France, at the 
Spanish Frontier, March 18. — A 
freighter flying the British flag ran 
aground in flames today near the 
Spanish port of Llanga and reports 


pedoed. 
These advices said the ship was 


attacked off Llansa at 1 a. m. and 
caught fire immediately. The crew 
was said to have driven the vessel 
ashore and to have escaped. The 
wreckage . burned throughout the 
day. 

Liansa, on the Mediterranean, is 
only a few miles south of the 
French border. 

The freighter had left the French 
port of La Nouvelle, north of Cer- 
bere, for Barcelona. Persons at 
‘La Nouvelle said they thought the 
ship was the 5103-ton Navarino, 
registered from Glasgow. 

Shipping circles said the vessel 
flew the Greek flag, but had 
French colors painted on its hatches 
wher it arrived at La Nouvelle, 
and was manned mostly by French 
sailors.

Premier Tells Commons He

LONDON, March 18.—Prime Min- 
ister Neville Chamberlain gave the 
House of Commons today a state- 
ment of his revised foreign policy 
to meet developments in continen- 
tal Europe. 

He said Britain, working outside 
the League of Nations, was inter- 
vening in the long-standing dispute 
between Poland and Lithuania, and 
he also said both Britain and 
France were seeking the help of 
the Vatican in an appeal to both 
sides in the Spanish civil war to 
stop. the bombing of civilian popu- 
lations at Barcelona and elsewhere. 

Baited by opposition members, 
Chamberlain declined to comment 
on League of Nations action to 
prevent a Polish-Lithuanian clash 
and ignored demands that Great 
Britain let anti-aircraft guns go to 
Spain to strengthen the Govern- 
ment defense against air raids. 

He also ignored the query of 
Communist William Gallacher:

Bombers flew over the city at 
7 a. m., just as thousands of men, 
women and children in this city of 
more than 1,000,000 inhabitants were 
streaming homeward from subway 
stations where they took refuge 
during the night.

$2.60 a hundredweight and milk for 
all other purposes, $1.62, for a 
weighted average price of $2.18.

Morgan and 
Mygatt appeared at yesterday aft- 
ernoon’s trial, but Whitney did not. 
Instead, he sent a written state- 
ment begging leniency for his part- 
ners, pleading guilty of four charges 
of larceny and protesting in vain 
that his failure to list the $100,000 
loan was an oversight.

The truth is that the broker had 
admitted to breaking two cardinal 
statutes of the code of his busi- 
ness caste. A financier, it is held, 
must never betray a position of 
trust to a client; most of all, what- 
ever happens to widows and or-

Statement by President Gay on 
Whitney's Expulsion. 

A statement announcing Whit- 
ney’s expulsion-from the Stock Ex- 
change was read at 10:25 a. m. to- 
day from the floor rostrum by Pres- 
ident Gay. The statement follows: 

“The charge and specifications 
which were preferred by the Com- 
mittee on Business Conduct at a 
special meeting of the Governing 
Committee on March 7, 1938, under 
section 7 of article XVII of the 
constitution of the exchange, 
against Richard Whitney, Edwin D. 
Morgan Jr. and Henry D. Mygatt, 
members of the exchange and also 
members of the firm of Richard 
Whitney & Co., were considered by 
the Governing Committee at a spe- 
cial meeting held on March 17, 
1938, immediately upon the expira- 
tion of the interval of 10 days al- 
lowed under the constitution for 
accused members to answer 
charges. ; 

“The substance of the charge and 
specifications against Richard 
Whitney, Edwin D. Morgan Jr. and 
Henry D. Mygatt was: 

“First: That Richard Whitney & 
Co. wrongfully pledged securities 
belonging to New York Yacht Club, 
a customer of said firm, as part of 
the collateral for a loan to said 
firm. 

“Second: That Richard Whitney 
& Co. wrongfully pledged securi- 
ties belonging to the estate of 
Eila Haggin McKee, a customer of 
said firm, as collateral for a loan 
to said firm. 

“Third: That Richard Whitney 
& Co. wrongfully pledged securities 
belonging to Campbell Locke and 
Ralph C. Mason, executors under 
the will of Hila Haggin McKee, 
customers of said firm, as part of 
the collateral for a loan to said 
firm. 

“Fourth: That Richard Whitney 
& Co. wrongfully pledged securi- 
ties belonging to the trustees of the 
Gratuity Fund of the New York 
Stock Exchange, customers of said 
firm, as part of the collateral for 
loans to said firm. 


“Fifth: That in the attested an- 
sweres to the financial questionnaire 
issued by the Committee on Busi- 
ness Conduct, Richard Whitney, 
Edwin D. Morgan Jr. and Henry 
D. Mygatt failed to include among 
the unsecured loans to said firm as 
of Jan, 31, 1938, an unsecured loan 
made to said firm on Jan. 27, 1938, 
in the amount of $100,000. 

“Richard Whitney was found 
guilty of the charge and specifica- 
tions and was expelled. 

“Although the evidence before 
the Gov Committee showed 
that Edwin D. Morgan Jr. and 
Henry D. Mygatt had no knowledge 
of the wrongful acts of the firm 
or the falsity of the questionnaire 
answers, they were each found 
guilty of the charge and specifica- 
tions pursuant to the provisions of 
section 6 of article XX of the con- 
stitution, which makes a member 
of the exchange responsible for the 
acts of his firm. Because of the 
evidence showing their lack of 
knowledge of the wrongful acts, 
Edwin D. Morgan Jr. and Henry 
D. Mygatt were not expelled, but 
were suspended for a period of 
three years.

Says Congress May Be 
Asked to Indorse Larger 
Arms Program. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, March 18.—The 


House retained yesterday the 
section of the naval bill which au- 


thorizes a 20 per cent increase in 
the United States fleet. This sec- 
tion provides for three new bat- 
tleships. 

The vote was 98 to 63, and advo- 
cates for the bill said the large ma- 
jority assured them of voting when 
the one billion dollar appropriation 
measure ig placed on passage 
Monday. 

The section approved yesterday 
authorizes construction of 46 new 
warships, 22 auxiliary vessels and 
950 naval airplanes. 

The vote was on a motion to kill 
the provision for three new bat- 
tleships. The House also killed a 
proposal to make construction of 
the battleships contingent on the 
calling of an international disarma- 
ment conference. 

Representative Randolph (Dem.), 
West Virginia, argued against the 
provision for three battleships. He 
said it would be a terrible mis- 
take to build such ships when they 
have been outmoded by planes. 

But Representative Izac (Dem.), 
California, retired naval officer, 
said battleships are “the hardest 
thing in the world to sink.” 

Fight on Policy Clause. 

Opponents of the bill are making 
a determined effort to strike out 
the so-called policy section which 
would pledge the navy to a non- 
aggressive role but assign it to 
“protect our commerce and citi- 
zens abroad.” 

Instead, the opponents favored a 
proposal by Representative Kniffin 
(Dem.), Ohio, to establish definite 
“naval frontiers” of the United 
States, behind which the fleet 
would be impounded unless at- 
tacked. This plan would require 
the withdrawal of all American 
warships from Asiatic waters. 

Tentative Action on Planes. 

Today the House added its tenta- 
tive approval to authorization of a 
minimum of 3000 airplanes for the 
navy. This provision would per- 
mit the navy to acquire 950 new 
planes whenever Congress makes 
the money available. Experts esti- 
mated the planes would cost $106,- 
000,000. 

An amendment by Representa- 
tive Lord (Rep.), New York, to in- 
crease the minimum to 4000 planes 
lost by a voice vote. Also rejected 
was an amendment by Representa- 
tive Terry (Dem.), Arkansas, which 
would merely have authorized 
enough new planes to meet the 
heeds of the 46 new warships. 

Representative Maverick (Dem.), 
Texas, said the bill’s policy state- 
ment was “mere windy rhetoric” 
but urged its elimination on the 
ground it would permit “a lieuten- 
ant in the navy—or even a petty 
officer” to get the United States 
into war. 

Warlier in the day, Majority Lead- 
er Rayburn told the House he 
thought Congress might be called 
upon to vote an even bigger arma- 
ment program before next January. 

He said he feared foreign gov- 
ernments were trying to “get a 
foothold” in the Western Hemis- 
phere. The one great safeguard 
against war is to det the world 
know we are prepared to defend 
ourselves,” he asserted.

refused at the Lobby Comittee hear- 
ing to supply records of his organ- 
izations, which has been opposing 
the administration’s executive re- 
organization bill. 

Wheeler said he wanted Minton 
“to investigate the Governors who 
called up certain Senators and 
asked them to vote for this bill.” 

J want him to tnvestigate,” he 
shouted, “the department heads 
who called up Senators. I want him 
to ‘investigate the ‘assurances’ that 
have come from the White House. 

“I want him to investigate the 
activities of the American Farm 
Bureau Federation, the American 
Federation of Labor, the Veterans’ 
Bureau and the organization of vet- 

’ employes, each and all of 


Charged. 

Charges that “outside influences” 
were being brought to bear on the 
Wheeler amendment to the reor- 
ganization bill have come from 
friends and enemies of the bill. 
Wheeler’s amendment, defeated to- 
day, would have limtied the power 
of the President in reorganizing de- 

ents. 

Minton countered by questioning 
Wheeler’s contact with what Min- 
ton called the “social lobby.” 

“Why, that’s silly nonsense,”

FASCST REVOLT PLOT 
FRUSTRATED IN BRAZIL 


Police Say Conspirators Planned 
to Assassinate President, 
Seize Government. 


By the Associated Press. 
RIO DE JANEIRO, March 18.— 


Central police headquarters an- 
nounced today that a Fascist plot 
to assassinate President Getulio 
Vargas and foment revolts in sev- 
eral provinces had been smashed. 

Three thousand daggers bearing 


swastika emblems were found in 
* 9 on the home of Plinio Salga- 

leader of the once- powerful 
Welle Integralist Party, police 
said. Several leaders of the party 
were arrested, but Salgada escaped. 
‘He was declared a fugitive from 
justice. Rumors were that he had 
found asylum in the German Em- 
bassy, but Embassy officials said he 
‘was not there. 

The revolts, said the police an- 
nouncement, were to have broken 
out simultaneously early in the 
morning of March 11. Terrorist 
bands of the green-shirted Integral- 
ists were to have occupied police 
and army stations, light and power 
plants, while others went through 
the streets throwing bombs. 

Police said a special platoon of 
green shirts was detailed to assassi- 
nate Presigent Vargas, members of 
the Cabinet and other prominent 


A series of swift raids frustrated 
the plot. Quantities of arms and 
ammunition, intended for the up- 
risings, were seized, the police said. 

President Vargas made use of 
the anti-Communist agitation of the 
Integralists to pave the way fer 
his seizure of power Nov. 10, 1937, 
when he announced his new Con- 
stitution making Brazil a corpora- 
tive state. Afterwards he decreed 
dissolution of the Integralists as a 
politieal party, as of all parties. 
The green shirts were permitted to 
continue only as an athletic or so- 
cial organization. 

When Vargas dissolved the In- 
tegralists he also ‘barred political 
activities of German Nazis in Bra- 
il. The German Embassy made 
representations against this ruling. 
Only two days ago the Brazilian 
President madé known he had re- 
jected the German contentions. 
The German Ambassador, Karl 
Ritter, had intimated Germany 
might ‘withdraw its envoy if Bra- 
zil persisted in outlawing Nazi ac- 
tivities in its considerable German- 
born population.

RUSSIA CALLS cer 
OF JUSTICE WRECKER 


Arrest of Krylenko Indicated; 


Execution of Archbishop 
Tuliakov Implied.

MOSCOW, March 18.—The arrest 
of Nikolai Vassilevitch Krylenko, 
former Commissar.of Justice, was 
indicated today by the publication 
of “wrecking” accusations against 
him. The charge was said to have 
been made at a meeting of the Jus- 
tice Commissariat’s staff at which 
hus successor, Nikolai M. Rychkov, 
presided. 

Krylenko was dismissed Jan. 17, 
charged with paying more atten- 
tion to chess and mountain-climb- 
ing than to his office. 

It was the second time in three 
days Krylenko had been denounced. 
Charges had been made that. some 
persons were tried unjustifiably and 
others escaped with too lenient sen- 
tences during his tenure. 

‘Bezbozhnik, the official Atheist 
magazine, indicated that the Met- 
ropolitan (archbishop) Theophan 
Tuliakov of Gorky and a number 
of other clergymen-had been found 
guilty of spying and terrorism and 
had been executed. The magazine 
made no mention of a trial but 
said the Archbishop had confessed 
leadership of a “Fascist church or- 
ganization which acted in a bloc 
with Trotskyists.” 

It mentioned other cases, involv- 
ing the Archbishop Seraphim of 
Smolensk and a Catholic priest 
named Naskenrsky, charging they 
had organized a clandestine monas- 
tery in the Ukraine. 

The “glorious” work of the secret 
police “destroyed these mean bands 
of Fascist agents,” the magazine 
concluded.

PEIPING, March 18-—The Jap- 
anese army today announced cap- 
ture of Lincheng in Sopthern Shan- 
tung Province, within 50 miles of 


‘Suchow, vital junction of the 


Tientsin-Pukow and Lunghai rail- 
ways. 

Lincheng fell yesterday afternoon 
after a mechanized unit swept down 
a highway 20 miles from Tenghsien, 
near which other units still were 
engaged in dislodging Chinese rom 
their flanks. 

Japanese gains in this sector 
were the first of importance in 
some weeks in the campaign to 
cut the east-west Lunghai Railway 
at Suchow. 

The army spokesman also said 
the Japanese apparently had cap- 
tured Lini, 70 miles northeast of 
Lincheng. Lini, an important mar- 
ket town in the Shantung Moun- 
tains, is the site of China’s only 
diamond mines.

SHANGHAI, March 18.—Chinese 
reported today a counterattack 
across the Yellow River had dis- 
lodged Japanese and ended the 
bombardment of Tungkwan, on the 
western end of the Central China 
front. The success permitted re- 
sumption of traffic on the Lunghal 
railway, east-west line that has been 
the object of a i0-week Japanese 
campaign, Tungkwan is on the 
south bank of the river where it 
turns sharply northward.

PENNSYLVANIA 44-HOUR WORK 
WEEK LAW HELD INVALID 


Judge Passes on Act Affecting Men 
in Order to Speed Appeal to 
Supreme Court. 

HARRISBURG, Pa., March 18.— 
Pennsylvania's 44-hour work week 
law was declared unconstitutional 
by the Dauphin County Court to- 
day. Judge W. C. Sheely entered 
a decree permanently enjoining the 
State from enforcing the act passed 
by the 1937 Legislature. 

He said the decree was entered 
to hasten an appeal to the State 
Supreme Court which will meet in 
Pittsburgh Monday and that he 
would give a formal opinion later. 

The maximum work week law, 
applying to 1,500,000 male employes 
in industry in the State, was taken 
into court immediately after its en- 
forcement was started early in 
January. The court, test, however, 
did not apply to a similar law af- 
fecting 800,000 .women workers, 
which has been in effect since, Sept.

This statement precipitated an 
argument between Senator Lodge 
(Rep.), Massachusetts, and Senator 
Murray (Dem.), Montana, over the 
merits of WP A. Lodge insisted. 
that W PA, as it was administered, 
was essentially unfair because it 
failed to get relief to those most 
direly in need of it. Murray ‘held 
to the view that this was the fault 
of state and city relief organiza- 
tions. 
“Regardless of the responsibility,” 
said Atkins, who had waited for 
this argument to subside, “my ob- 
servation is that W P A is not 
employing those most in need.” 

The picture of the desperate 
plight that faces America’s major 
cities was prepared by 18 experts 
representing “municipal research 
bureaus. - The general . presenta- 
tion was made by Carl P. Herbert 
of the St. Paul Bureau of Municip- 


MacDonald of the Massachusetts 
Federation of Taxpayers Associa- 
tions gave warning of the imminent 
financial collapse of the cities.

New York Board of Trade 


Representative Tells Sen- 
ators Faulty Taxes Cause 
Many Ills. 


‘By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, March 18.—M. L. 


Seidthan, representing the New 
York Board of Trade, told the Sen- 
ate Finance Committee today that 
the economic downturn had cost the 
nation $70,000,000,000 and that 
“many of our troubles can be traced 
directly to faulty and oppressive 
taxes.” He contended the undistri- 
buted profits tax was “based not 
upon ability to pay, but upon in- 
ability to pay. The committee is 


holding hearings on the House tax 
bill. 

Suggesting an overhaul of the 
sliding-scale capital gains tax ap- 
proved in the House, Seidman as- 
serted: “It is by this time well 
known that our present tax treat- 
ment of capital gains and losses 
has played havoc with industry.” 

William J. Kelly of Chicago, pres 
ident of the Machinery Institute, 
asserted that “tax policies adopted 
at this session will largely deter- 
mine whether the present reces- 
sion continues or recovery is re- 
sumed.” 

Jay Iglauer of Cleveland ex- 
pressed a similar view, saying taxes 
had been used “for regulation and 
for punishment” rather than for 
revenue raising. He represented 
the Taxation Committee of the Na- 
tional Dry Goods Association. 

Trade Levies. 

Joseph P. Tumulty, secretary to 
former President Wilson, urged the 
committee to eliminate present 
levies on trading in commodity fu- 
tures. Representing floor traders 
of the Chicago Board of Trade, 
Tumulty said the taxes placed “a 
deadly burden” on both commodity 
traders and farmers. 

J. W. Hooper, chairman of the 
tax committee of the Brooklyn 
Chamber of Commerce, suggested 
modification of business taxes, a 
broadening of the tax base and re- 
moval of tag exemptious on state 
and Federal bonds. 

Lawrence J. Ryan, representing 
floor traders of the Chicago Board 
of Trade, supported Tumulty’s 
argument against the commodity 
future levies. The taxes are un- 
just, unduly burdensome and un- 
economic,” he asserted. 

Majority Leader Barkley told the 
Senate he expected enactment with- 
in 30. days of a new tax law 
“which will be of very material 
benefit to business.”

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THE “BLUE-RIBBON” JURY REMAINS. 

Efforts of criminal attorneys in New York City 
to abolish the “blue-ribbon” juries have fortunately 
been defeated by an adverse report of the Judiciary 
Committee of the State Assembly. 

These juries are provided from a special panel of 
highly qualified citizens, to be drawn upon for cases 
in which the evidence is technical or involved. Be- 
cause such juries are not easily befogged or befud- 
dled, and do not readily succumb to the. usual sub- 
terfuges and stratagems of the courtroom, the crim- 
inal attorney—or at least a certain type of criminal 
attorney—resents them.

GARDEN BULLETIN DESCRIBES 
STONE AND PEBBLE PLANTS 


Curious Mimics of Rocks Among 
Which They Grow, They Re- 
quire Little Moisture. 

Care and propagation of stone 
and pebble plants, a descriptive 
term applied to the low-growing, 
fleshy mesembryanthemums, curi- 
ous mimics of rocks among which 
they grow, are described in an 
article in the March bulletin of 

Shaw’s Garden. 

Considered to be among the most 
fantastic forms of plant life, the 
stone plants, requiring but little 
moisture and nourishment, will live 
in almost any kind of soil. 

They grow well in window boxes, 
as house plants, on sunny rock 
slopes, and are desirable for an odd 
feature arrangement in the yard 
garden. Most of them indigenous 
to South Africa, they have popular 
names, descriptive of their color 
or odd shapes, such as “silver-skin,” 
which grows among quartz rock, 
“baby-toes,” “rosettes” and “tiger- 
jaw.” Many of the plants bear 
flowers of brilliant colors.

Raising of Prices for Products One

Raising of prices for farm prod- 
ucts so as to bring them more in 
line with prices of other commod- 
ities is one solution of the farm 
problem, Dean F. B. Mumford of 
the University of Missouri’s Col- 
lege of Agriculture said in a speech 
yesterday before the Downtown Ki- 
wanis Club at Hotel Statler. 

The farm debt of the country

PICTURE MADE ON METAL 
FROM AN OLD PHOTOGRAPH 


Print on Sensitized Sheet of Dura- 
lumin Alloy Is Given to In- 
ventor of K-Monel. 

By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, March 18.—A pho- 
tograph on duralumin, the airplane 
metal, was given yesterday to Paul 
D. Merica, vice-president of the In- 
ternational Nickel Co. 

The metal picture, copy of a pho- 
tograph of Merica taken 25 years 
ago, was given along with award 
of the John Fitz Medal. The medal 
was “for important contributions to 
the development of alloys for in- 


dustrial] uses, and was given by the 
American Institute of Mining and 
Metallurgical Engineers. 

Zay Jeffries of Cleveland, in pre- 
senting the picture said: 

“It appears to be an ordinary 
photograph mounted in a white 
metal frame. No framed picture 
like this, however, was ever made 
before. 

“The print is not made on paper 
at all, but on a sensitized sheet of 
one of the special precipitation- 
hardened duralimf alloys. The 
frame is made of K-monel metal.” 

The latter metal was invented by 
Merica. He was the first scientist 
to explain the secret of duralumin, 
the invention of which 25 years ago 
baffled the scientific world because 
even the inventor did not know the 
secret of the new metal’s strength. 
Merica discovered that the strength 
was in “precipitation” of metallic 
particles. 

The picture was made by the 
Aluminum Co. of America and the 
International Nickel Co.

MISSING JOPLIN. 
» CONTRACTOR FOUND 


Max A. Elsner Returned Home 
and Placed in Hospital—Had 
Been to Los ‘Angeles.

JOPLIN, Mo., March 18.—Max A. 
Elsner, 52 years old, Joplin build- 
ing contractor, missing since March 
2, was found Wednesday night in a 
Kansas City hotel, and was re- 
turned home today in an ambulance 
by his two sons, Ralph and Paul 
Elsner.

The sons said their father told 
them when he left Joplin the after- 
noon of March 2 he planned to go 
to Tulsa in an effort to collect 
some money.

FREIGHT RATE CUT ALLOWED 


I. C. C. Permits Low Charge for 
Mixed 


WASHINGTON, March 18.—The 
Interstate Commerce Commission 
authorized four railroads today to 
establish low freight rates on mixed 
carload shipments of merchandise 
from Chicago and St. Louis to 
Birmingham, Ala. 

The commission found the rates 
to be “identical or similar” to rates 
which have been helpful to rail- 
roads in other territories in hold- 
ing merchandise traffic and in re- 
gaining traffic which had been lost 
due to motor truck competition. 

Opposition to the new low rates 
was based largely on the conten- 
tion that only large concerns would 
be able to take advantage of them. 

The Illinois Central, the St. Louis 
& San Francisco, the Chicago & 
Eastérn Illinois and the Alton Rail- 
road—the carriers affected—were 
authorized to put the rates into 
effect March 29. 


94,595,000 ACRES OF CORN 
INDICATED FOR THIS YEAR 


22,282,000 of Spring Wheat; These 
Plantings Would Be Less Than 
Those in 1937. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, March 18.—The 
Agriculture Department said to- 
day farmers’ reports on intentions 
to plant this year indicated 94, 
595,000 acres of corn and 22,282,000 
“acres of spring Wheat. 

The corn acreage would be 2 per 
cent smaller than that planted last 
year; the spring wheat acreage 6.2 
per cent smaller. 

Corn was planted on 96,483,000 
acres last year and production was 
2,644,995,000 bushels, while in the 
drouth year of 1936 the plantings 
were on 100,599,000 acres and pro- 
duction 1,507,089,000 bushels. 

Spring wheat plantings last year 
were on 23,750,000 acres and pro- 
duction was 188,891,000 bushels. In 
1936 plantings were on 23,959,000 
acres and production 106,892,000 
bushels.

not exist; that everybody has been 
vaccinated and that it can’t happen 
here. 

It was found out in Detroit that 


in actual contact with this patient 
during the period of incubation, 
which is the most contagious pe- 
riod, had never been vaccinated at 
all. Many others had not been re- 
vaccinated. 

In the news dispatches it was 
stated that “vaccination may pro- 
vide protection for only five years.” 
This is not strictly in accordance 
with the most authoritative con- 
clusions. In general, it can be said 
about vaccination that while it is 
not 100 per cent protection against 
smallpox, it is nevertheless very 
nearly complete, particularly when 
a successful vaccination has been 
comparatively recent. In the great 
majority of instances a successful 
vaccination in infancy, an immune 
reaction at six years, and perhaps 
an accelerated reaction at 16 years, 
gives protection for life. 

In my experience in the army, 
we frequently had draft soldiers 
come into camp and be carried to 
the hospital with an illness before 
they had a chance to be vaccinat- 
ed. In a day or two the eruption 
would tell us that this illness was 
smallpox. In the meantime, the 
patient had made contacts with a 
great many soldiers in the ward 
and elsewhere, but we never wor- 
ried about these cases at all and 
we had no epidemics, because uni- 
versal vaccination against small- 
pox was carried out as a compul- 
sory measure in the army as soon 
as a soldier was enlisted.

HIS is a continuation of a list 

of questions sent me by a high 

school. I shall print as many 
of their 50 questions as there is 
space for under this same heading, 
each week, until they are all an- 
swered. 


9. Is “Pardon me” correct, or 
should be say “Excuse me”? 

Answer: Never say “Pardon me,” 
which is a tabu phrase. Say “I beg 
your pardon” for something that 
is quite a serious offense, such as 
running into somebody or spilling 
something. It is always proper to 
say “Excuse me” or Tm sorry.” 
“I’m sorry” is a little more em- 
phatic than “Excuse me.” “Excuse 
me for passing you”—this means 
that you have to pass to leave a 
bus or to get to your seat beyond 
theirs. If you really disturb some- 
body or they have to make an ef- 
fort to let you pass, then you say 
„I'm sorry.” 


10. After the meal is over, on 
which side is the napkin placed?

Answer: If you are staying for 
only one meal, you lay the napkin 
crushed together but not really 
folded at the left of your plate. If 
you are staying for another meal, 
you fold it. 


11. Do you send invitations to 
funerals? 

Answer: When a funeral is pri- 
vate, notice is sent to intimate 
friends whom the family especially 
care for. Members of the. family 
are expected to go without any no- 
tice. That is, they are expected to 
find out for themselves where and 
when the funeral is to be. 


12. If a boy is a stranger to your 
parents, and the boy and girl are 
going into the house, who should 
go in first? 

Answer: The girl goes in first. 
The girl always goes ahead of the 
boy, just exactly as the lady goes 
ahead of a gentleman. 


13. At a dance, when a girl has 
gone to a rest room, is it correct 
for her escort to dance with an- 
other girl or should he wait for her 
to come back? 

Answer: If you really mean a 
rest room where she has gone be- 
cause she is tired, he 
would go dance with someone else 
until she finally puts in an ap- 
pearance.

Clouse, 28 years old, of Slippery 
Rock, Pa. And then follows with 
a true American story, as dramatic 
as any Hollywood epic. 

“My husband and I,” says she, 
“have managed for eight years on 
a total income of $2400—an aver- 
age of $25 a month. And we have 
a 6-year-old son. Also, I’m sick— 
and we've had to pay doctor, hos- 
pital and operations bills out of 
that meager amount. 

“How did we manage? For the 
first place, we didn’t live in towns. 
Charlie and I went to housekeep- 
ing, eight years ago, in an old run- 
down farm, where we had to walk 
one-half mile to the mail box-—two 
miles to the nearest country store 
—four miles to a drug store—and 
had neither neighbor nor telephone 
in sight. , 

„It was a ramshackle, four-room 
cottage, but Charlie remodeled it, 
painted and varnished it, cut brush, 
built the necessary outbuildings 
and cleaned up our fence rows to 
make the little place home. We 
bought kitchen furniture that we 
painted ourselves, and did without 
complete dining room and living 
room suites and over-stuffed pieces. 

“For six years we toiled in that 
backwoods farm. My husband dug 
coal, chopped wood, and cleared 
ground for our truck patch, and to 
raise food for our cow, small flock 
of chickens and one old horse. He 
also quarried and burnt lime for 
the field. I papered the room, 
washed with an old-fashioned tub, 
carwied water from the spring to 
the house (melting in summer, 
freezing in winter), did all my own 
cooking and sewing, weeded the 
garden, canned from 200 to 300 
quarts of fruit and vegetables each 
fall. 

“Our clothes were made from 
hand-me-downs. My husband wore 
his wedding suit and I my wedding 
coat until this winter, when we in- 
vested in new ones. Two house 
dresses and one good one a year is 
my quota. One year I have a best 
summer dress, the next a winter 
one. Hach dress does two seasons, 
I buy a new pair of comfortable 
shoes about every nine months, tak- 
ing the old pair for everyday. A 
hat does me two or three seasons. 
When I am too sick, my husband 
and son do the housework as well 
as any woman. 

“We can’t, of course, afford 
movies or es Oracar. But we 
sometimes indulge in a few more 
hours of sleep at night, which is a 
treat. And we're glad to have each

When I therefore asked Roosevelt 
whether the idea Of the League of Nations had come to grief because 
of America or because of Wilson’s incapacity, he answered: 

“That needs a politician like me.“ 

After the war a senatorial committee was able to report, in perfect 
keeping with Wilson’s intention, that on the outbreak of the war only 
one-third of the ships were decently prepared and only one-tenth fully 
manned, and that it needed up to nine months to get properly ready. 
For years Roosevelt had to hear, during election campaigns, the accu- 
sation that as Assistant Secretary he had failed to keep the navy 
decently prepared; but he never once unburdened himself publicly of 
the story. ‘ 

Then from April, 1917, on he threw himself passionately into the 
task which had until then been forbidden him. He ordered guns and 
ammunition in such quantities that the military command began to 
complain; and he himself broke so many orders that, as he said after- 
ward, he could have been sent ta prison for 999 years. Not being in 
uniform, he wanted at least to show the officers of the navy that he 
was not afraid; immediately after an American submarine sank he 
boarded another and went under with it. 

Then, from afar, the shadow of Theodore Roosevelt fell once more 
across his path. Must not his activity have reminded him, time and 
again, of his exemplar of old, who had once sat in this selfsame chair? 
Looking through old documents he would come across Theodore’s sig- 
nature, and when he reflected on the road to power which his pre- 
decessor had followed, he perceived that it was marked off by deeds 
of war ‘which had made his name a household word, Indeed, so strong 
was that magnetism that one evening Franklin Roosevelt, for no reason 
whatsoever, and merely for his own amusement, drew up & design of a 
flag and designated it as the flag of the Vice-President of the United 
States: the next step in Theodore’s career. 

And yet it was the World War which brought out.the difference 
between the two men. There was a meeting between them, one which 
might well have been for Franklin a profound lesson in the vicissitudes 
of forte. Theodore, the famous ex-President, 60 years of age, knocked 
at the door of the White House, which he had left a decade before, 
and the relatively obscure Franklin, 35, opened the way to his great 
exemplar. 1 


Theodore and Wilson. 


When Theodore demanded that he be permitted to create a divi- 
sion and conquer or die on the battlefields of France, Wilson, whom 
he had, to be sure, reviled abominably in public, remained rocklike in 
his refusal. Not even Clemenceau’s letter, which stressed the moral 
effect that would be produced by the appearance of Theodore Roose- 
velt in the trenches, could persuade the now almighty Wilson to let 
up on his ancient enmity. But Franklin did everything that he could 
to bring about an understanding between Theodore, Secretary of War 
Baker, and the President. 

His excursion into the war, which took place on a destroyer in July, 
1918, was more a practical reconnoitering, journey than the mere offi- 
cial gesture of a Secretary of the Navy. Of course he carried out his 
instructions, and that at top speed, inspecting 50-odd stations between 
the Azores, Corfu, and the Orkney Isles. 
not, it appears, pass two successive nights in the same place. He sped 
on, so that he might get in as much as possible, including the front, 
with which he had no official connection, and the military leaders in 
whose personalities he was eagerly interested, 

In this journey across seas which he himself had closed but not 


During this journey he did 


by any means hermetically sealed, Roosevelt’s nature sought adven- 
ture. When he writes from his cabin one would imagine him to be a 
regular old salt, for they used to write to their wives just as he wrote 
to his: “I do wish you would write me if you can think of any small 
thing which Mama or the children would like me to get. I would ask 
you to do the same in regard to yourself, but I fear you would sug- 
gest tablecloths or feather dusters. If you could by way of chance 
think of yourself, I would perhaps find it in London or Paris! ... We 
must come over when the world is safe again, but I won’t ask you to 
try a destroyer, though I have loved every minute of it.” 

It is thus, eager-minded and in high good humor, that he enters 
shuddering Europe. Going to visit King George, he regrets that he 
has not time enough te study all the fine seapieces in the antechambers. 

ith the King, who is also a seaman, “one got going so wel] that part 
of the time we were both talking at the same time”; and when he 
comes out at the end of three-quarters of an hour he finds his col- 
leagues and a gentleman of the chamber “looking at each other help- 
lessly.” 


Scolding the Italians. 


As the Italians were at that time holding themselves back more 
than was desirable, he was sent to Rome. At the Cabinet session—so 
he told me—he said: 

“Gentlemen, your fleet has not left the harbor of Taranto for a 
whole year.” 

“What of it, your Excellency?” replied Orlando, “The Austrians 
too haven't budged during all that time.” 

In Paris too he seems to have played the enfant terrible, for one 
day Clemenceau received him with the reproach that he, Roosevelt, had 
almost overthrown the French Cabinet and lost the war. “Exactly 
that!” the Tiger flung at him, in grimly ironic tones. “You told the 
journalists that in America it is your habit to hold press conferences 
twice daily, and now our writers here are demanding two interviews 
a day from me!” 

The President Wilson whom he so admired Roosevelt described 
to me as a sick man, no longer strong enough to put through the idea 
of the League of Nations. “He had high blood pressure, and though his 
hands didn’t tremble he had to press them against each other.” 
‘When Roosevelt returned with the President in March, 1919, on 
the George Washington, he had made a long excursion into European 
conditions and personalities. He had known how to make use of the 
peace conference in Paris to get a lively glimpse of the day’s prob- 
lems and their protagonists. The advantage of such studies at a 
political world’s fair is very great, and its effects are still evident 
in his work. Such first-hand experience is, for an American President 
tied within the confines of his country, of inestimable worth. In this 
respect there is hardly a single predecessor of Roosevelt's who can be 
compared with him. N erik |

On top of this Wilson had followed an unwise course, had been 
obstinate instead of accommodating, and so his opponents did not find 
it difficult to checkmate his plan. Roosevelt would have had no rea- 
son to try to resuscitate a dead movement; but here a personal im- 
pression intervened. 

When the new elections approached, and the Democratic Conven- 
tion in San Francisco nominated Gov. Cox as Wilson’s successor, the 
leaders themselves became doubtful of victory, for Cox was not na- 
tionally popular and Wilson himself had become extremely unpopular, 
When at the convention the picture of the sick President was being 
carried among the flags of the states, and the New Yorkers alone re- 
mained seated, Roosevelt, acting against the es of his friends, 
snatched up the flag of the State of New York and joined the sym- 
bolic procession. .

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Cox to the Rescue. 


Later, when the subject of a nominee for Vice-President came up, 
Roosevelt's name was one of the first to be mentioned. The opposition 
of the Democratic organization in New York was overcome by Gov. 
Cox, who insisted that he wanted Roosevelt in the second place on 
the ticket. 

Once again he was being led by the shadow. Now it was literally 
a shadow, for Theodore. had died early in January, 1919. The news 
had reached Franklin when he was on the high sea, and the genuine 
shock may well have been followed by that mood of reflection into 
which we are cast by the death of a disturbing predecessor. 

Franklin's term in the Navy Department was coming to an end. 
The new election would probably put the other party in power, and 
the American political roundabout, which changes all the higher offi- 
cials every four or eight years, would soon take him and most of the 
others out of the limelight. He was not afraid of private life; he 
wanted it, at least with that one-half of his being which was the 
farmer, the householder, and the father. His cheerful character, never 
unbalanced by passion, made the return to private business, to cattle 
breeding, tree planting, and water sports seem all the more desirable 
because the labors of the war had strained even his robust constitution. 

And yet he had experienced too much of the prodigal breadth of 
state affairs, of its gigantic field of operation, for his will to action to 
be able to relinquish it without regret. Hence his joy when, a year 
after Theodore’s death, he was nominated as the Vice-Presidential can- 
didate. He had done nothing -to further the nomination; there was 
even a question whether it would not do him more harm than good. 
Was the goal at all possible of attainment? Was not the country rather 
in the mood to take revenge for the Democratic war and the Demo- 
cratic League of Nations, and to return a Republican to office, even 
if it were the completely unknown Mr. Harding? 

And yet—10 years before Roosevelt had accepted a seemingly 
hopeless nomination, and had been elected. 

Suppose, then, that despite all prediction his party were to win 
this time too. An American Vice-President’s only hope is to succeed 
a President who dies in office, so that every Vice-President must at 
some time or other be beset by certain emotions peculiar to a Crown 
Prince, who wavers between filial love and impatience. 

Here was the shadow once again! Theodore too had been per- 
suaded to leave a vast field of activity—that of the Governorship of the 
State of New York—for that corner of political life; but destiny had 
brought him out from it through the murder of McKinley, and had 
focused upon him the brilliant light of fame. What was Franklin to 
hope for when he accepted the nomination? ; 

Now, instead of going into a deep self-searching, he plunged after 
his fashion into the thick of things. That was agreed at once between 


the two candidates who were now to tour the country. Roosevelt 


freely confessed afterward that it was his intention to put the ques- 
tion of the League in the second rank. 


Calling on the President. 


But tact demanded that Cox and Roosevelt call on Wilson, so the 
two men came to him in the White House. 

They found him in a large armchair, a warm shawl about his 
shoulders, and Cox, small, cheerful, said, “Mr. President, I have always 
admired your fight for the League of Nations.” 

Thereupon the sick man leaned forward and said with feverish 
intensity: | 

“Mr. Cox, the fight can still be won!” 

Outside, Cox burst into tears; the sharply observant Roosevelt 


saw his eyeglasses flood. Then Cox said: 


“Roosevelt, we'll make the fight on the League!” 

I add here, out of Wilson’s last sickness, a never publicized phrase 
of his, which illumines him like the setting sun shining on the face 
of a sage. Toward the end, when one arm was paralyzed, he was being 
visited by Baruch, who gave me this story. 

Baruch sat with him at his writing desk, and saw how Mrs. Wilson 
tended her husband, wiping from his cheek the traces of some rice. 
Wilson understood the silent horror of his friend, and said: 

“See how great is God’s wisdom! He let me become sick, lest 
the League should become a reality. For that it is still too early 


in history.” « 


Roosevelt agreed with that deeply felt decision of Cox's, but from 
that moment on he considered the prospect hopeless. That he should 
nevertheless have flung himself into the vain adventure is explained 
by his charactér. To fall in defense of the League of Nations, in which 
he, with his international schooling, believed, was to go down ting 
a good fight. And since all his friends argued with him to con- 
trary, he, with his inborn obstinacy, now flung himself into the task 
with all the fervor at his command. 

The defeat was complete. Harding was elected President, and the 
cool Coolidge took the office Roosevelt had run for. Three years later 
Roosevelt saw repeated that turn of events which had once lifted 
Theodore out of his obscure corner. Once again a President died in
